“INFELIX DIDO.” 


“Inflex Dido” are words that appear so often in 
Virgil’s “Aneid” that one is compelled to pause and 
ask, Why “ mfelix Dido? After due consideration 
one admits that she did have a cause to be unhap- 
py, but, on the other hand, did she not have more 
reasons to be happy? Hers was the fate of count- 
less others from the beginning of Time, who, in- 
spired by the burning passion of love, are blind to 
everything but Cupid’s works. Many are the vic- 
tims of that crafty little god, many the lives that 
are ruined through his power. 

Such was the case of Dido, the Tyrian queen, but 
oh, how happy she could have been had she only 
thought, had she not been so rash! 

Anears was only one man cast upon her shores by 
Fate. He did not seek her love, nor was he sure of 
remaining in her domain. He accepted her hospi- 
tality as a matter of course and presented her with 
gifts in return. She pushed things a little too much 
and proved to be a person who could have profited 
from the proverb, “Look before you leap.” Per- 
haps Dido can be excused on the grounds that she 
had not seen a stranger for some time and when 
one did appear he was very handsome and brave, 
a typical hero; but then we must take Aneas’ part 
and say that he could not help it that he was 
driven to the Cart ha genian shore and that after he 
landed a foolish woman lost her head over him. 
He was glad enough to land anywhere and seek 
shelter for his comrades and his battered ships, for 
long and cruelly had they been driven over the sea 
by storms. It was not Aneas’ fate to remain in 
Carthage and when his time came to go, he inform- 
ed his hostess of his intentions, but found himself 
firmly restrained by her. 

It is hard to tell what a woman will do under 
such a nervous strain as that under which Dido 
lived during Aneas’ stay. To quote from Virgil, 
“The towers that have been begun do not rise, the 
youth do not practice with their weapons, nor do 
they prepare the ports or the defences safe for war; 
work, interrupted, is suspended and the great 
threatening walls and the derricks towering to the 
sky are neglected.” Thus we see that everything 
had to clear the way for Love: even the welfare of 
her nation. We would undoubtedly pronounce her 
foolish, but perhaps that would be a little unfair, 
for it seems that the ancients were much more 
emotional and sentimental than the people of mod- 
ern times. At that time the world was compara- 
tively young and quite limited in its extent and 
therefore the people were less worried by public af- 
fairs than we of this later day, thus having more 
time for individual affairs and the sentimentalities 
of life. 

After all these considerations we still come to the 
conclusion that Dido was unbalanced in her feel- 
ings. Life cannot be sustained on sweets alone, 
but must have some of the substantial; otherwise 
it will come to sure destruction. So Dido, revell- 
ing in enjoyment, did not take care of her other 
life, and therefore she had to accept her fate as it 
came to her. 

Let us see what she could have come to had she 
lived for her people and not so much for herself. 
When she fled from her brother’s country, friends 
followed her in abundance. With this assurance 
she could have gone on with no fear, for when one 
has friends, he is safe in the turmoils of life. A 


happy end was given to her fight when she landed 
upon the African shore for there she found an ideal 
spot for her kingdom. When Aneas arrived he 
found every sign of progress. Dido’s faithful fol- 
lowers were busy in building the walls of a beauti- 
ful and powerful city for their homes, and Aneas 
marvelled at the grand temple they had erected to 
Juno. The country was very productive and, ly- 
ing along the Mediterranean, was very pleasant 
and healthful. 

Besides the people of her country, Dido had a sis- 
ter, Anna, who had fled with her and was very 
dear to her. 

Now with all these, what had she to die for? 
Only the fact that one man, whom she loved, 
would not* remain with her and unite his kingdom 
with hers. And then what had she to live for? 
Her people, her country, and above all, her sister, 
who was truest of all to her and whose heart al- 
most broke when she saw her sister lying dead be- 
fore her. Dido knew not what her kingdom would 
come t > and it may have become great in the his- 
tory of nations. The advancement of a people is 
enough to make one wish to live to witness it. Al- 
so she was in the prime of her life and great possi- 
bilities may have lain before her. Then why should 
she not have been felix Dido instead of the unhappy 
creature that ended her own life on her funeral 
pyre?
